It is most startling to discover,

tially new doctrine, wrote no goa 
pel, left behind no eystem of laws; 
. + » that the Christian religion be- 
gan not as an institution, nor as a 
ritual, nor as a creed—but as an 
experience, a life, an inspiration.” 
A great part of the opposition 
which the Nazarene encountered 
was aroused by the fact that He 
cared so little about those external 
matters of organization and dogma 
which the people of His day regard.

WAS FIRST WOMAN PHYSICIAN 
Fraulien vou Siebold Obtained De- 
gree 100 Years Ago. 


Feminists should celebrate this 
month as the centenary of the first 
woman doctor,-says the Frankfur- 
ter (Germany). “cages: It was in 
June, 1814, that a Fraulien von 
Siebold, after studying at Goet- 
tingen and Darmstadt, obtained her 
degree and pagsed the State exam- 
ination in medicine and surgefy. 

In a short time her fame spre 
throughout the land, and in 1877 the 
University of Gliessen confer 
upon her the degree of doctor, hon- 
oris causa. The next year she was 
called to assist the Duchess Louise 
of Coburg-Gotha, at the birth of 
her first son, Duke Ernest I1., 
Fraulien von Siebold afterwards 
married Staff Sergeon Heidren- 
reich. She died in 1859.

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Forage Crops For Swine. 


Owing to the high prices of 
grains, the production of pork with 
grain alone is not-:nearly so profit- 
able as it once was. It takes five 
or six pounds of corn in dry lot 
feeding to make a pound of pork. 
With corn worth around 30 cents a 
bushel and. hogs sélling at five or 
six cents it was possible to make 
money by feeding in dry lot, writes 
Mr. L. Weaver. When corn is 
worth around 60 cents, however, it 
is readily seen that profits from 
feeding hogs are .reduced materi- 
ally unless a cheaper way of pro- 
ducing pork is practiced. Results 
of extensive investigations in many 
sections of the United States indi- 
eate clearly that pork can be pro- 
duced most cheaply by feeding 
grain in combination with forage. 
The kind of grain to feed depends, 
of course, upon the forage crops. 
In general, when the forage is a 
legume, such as alfalfa, clover, cow- 
peas or soybeans, straight corn is 
the grain to use. With non-legumi- 
nous forage, such as bluegrass, rape 
and oats, sorghum or frye, corn 
should be supplemented with lin- 
seed oilmeal, the ration being six 
parts corn to one part oilmeal. 

While the kind of grain to feed is 
important, the amount of grain is 
of equal, if not greater importance 
in determining the economy of 
grains. It has been demonstrated 
at different experiment stations 
that the best forage crope are litile 
more than a maintainance ration. 
If gains are to be obtained, then, 
it is necessary to feed some grain 
in addition to the forage. The great- 
est economy of gain through the 
use of forage is obtained when 14 
te two pounds of grain are fed

daily for each 100 pounds of live 
weight. The best general rule is to 
feed enough grain to cause the hogs 
to make a daily gain of three 
fourths of a pound for each 100 
pounds live weight. 

Where alfalfa can be grown suc- 
ceesfully, there is probably no for- 
age crop that will give better re- 
sults for swine feeding. An acre 
of alfalfa will pasture, during the 
grazing season, from ten to twenty 
shoats. The important point to be 
observed is not to pasture too close- 
ly. Best results are obtained by 60 
pasturing that one or two gee 
of hay may be taken off the fi 
during the season in addition to the 
amount foraged off by the hogs. 

Red clover probably ranks next 


to alfalda as a forage crop for 


swine. It will not feed eo many 
hogs per acre and does not furnish 
pasture for so long a period as al- 
falta. It is, however, one of the 
best forages. In pasturing the 
clover, care should be taken not to 
turn the hogs if on it before it is 
ten to twelve inches high and it 
should not, at any time, be pastured 
too closely. 

Rape in which has been sown a 
few oats, makes a most excellent 
forage crop. It is a rapid growing, 
siiceulent crop and hence it is, well 
adapted for ewine pasture, Good 
results may be obtained by sowing 
five or six pounds ahead of the drill 
and then drilling in one half bush- 
el of oats. Six to ten pounds of 
clover sown at this time is also 
good to add to the mixture. The 
hogs should not be turned onto the 
rape pasture until fourteen to eight- 
een inches high. If not pastured 
too closely and the season is favor- 
able it will come on again thus fur- 
nishing pasture for a long period.

Former Madoc Resident Dead 

.Prancis Drake, inventor and nrach- 
inist, was found dead in his quarters 
in Brown's foundry ‘at Belleville on 
Tuesday, August 18th.

Beyond ‘the fact that we can in- 
gure our own lives—a fact of which 
agents, canvassers, atid officers do 
not fail to remind us—few people 
know that quite legal insurances 
can be taken out in many ways, 
says London Answers. For instance, 
every swhject of the King has an 
insurable interest in the King’s life, 
and may insure him. A creditor 
can legally insure the life of a debt- 
or for the amount of the debt, and, 
even when the debt is paid, the cre- 
ditor may lawfully continue the in- 
surance. An employer of labor can 
insure the lives of his workers, the 
insurable interest, which alone 
makes the policies legal, being that 
he is liable for fatal injuries receiv- 
ed in the course of their work. 
Mere relationship does not create 
an insurable interest. Husbands 
and wives can insure each other, 
and a child can insure its father; 
but a brother cannot, generally 
speaking, insure his brothers and 
sisters. Life policies can be sold or 
assigned, with notice to the, com- 
pany and an acknowledgment, but 
fire policies are not transferred 
without the company’s consent.

TEETH AND THE APPLE. 


Expensive Sweets Said te Ruin the 
Teeth. 


Dr. Sims Wallace, late dental 
surgeon to the London Hospital, 
urges the adoption of a diet con- 
taining a good quantity of farina- 
ceous food in a form which \ will 
stimulate mastication—brown bread 
and the eating of fresh fruit with 
every meal. 

The importance of the proper care 
of teeth during childhood is _—— 
a 
the London County Council have es- 
tablished a centre for the treatment 
of dental troubles of schoolchildren 
with X-rays. 

According to investigations it was 
found that about 39 per cent. of 
the children of well-to-do parents 
have bad teeth, as against 27 per 
cent. from poorer homes. This is 
probably accounted for by the fact 
that, as the latter children eat 
coarser food, their teeth have more 
work to do, and are consequently 
stronger and cleaner. Their eweets 
are also fewer, and are mostly of 
the cheap, boiled sugar variety. 
These sweets break up cleanly in 
the mouth, whereas the caramels 
and chocolates eaten by the children 
of indulgent parents cling to the 
teeth and ferment. 
~ Boys and girls should be given 
fruit in preference to sweets. Nuts 
and all hard fruits encourage mas- 
tication: The best fmait for this 
purpose is the apple. Eaten at the 
conclusion of a meal it leaves the 
teeth and mouth sweet and clean.

Chief Aspiration Was to ¢ 
Minister to Them. 


Gastel-Franco, and from there was 
transferred to the Central Seminary 
at Padua, the world-renowned seat 
of Italian learning. 

On Sept. 18, 8158, the young sem- 
inariet received his priest's ordera in 
the Cathedral of Gastel-Franco. That 
year was a memorable one for Italy. 
The question of Italian liberation 
had been forced to the front by the 
attempt of Oreind to assassinate Na- 
poleon TIT, 

The diplomats of nations assem- 
bled, but the young priest was not 
concerned in the movement. He 
turned hie back on the world and 
took up his duties as curate in the 
village of Tombolo. He soon was 
loved by hie parishioners, to whom 
he endeared himself by his unself- 
fishness, his self-eacrifice, and his 
tireless labor, 

He was promoted as pari¢h priest 
of Salzano in 1867, only a year after 
the cession of Venezia (Venice) to 
Italy, #0 that the future pope lived, 
for the first thirty-two years of his 
life, under Austtian regime in his na- 
tive province. 

The able discharge of hia office re- 
commended the pastor of Salzano to 
the notice of Monsignor Zinelli, at 
that time the bishop of the diocese, 
who nominated him to a canonry In 
the Cathedral of Treviso.

bells is the one at Lioyd’s, the great} 


London marine insurance exc ; 
Its ringing has more significance 
than the sound of most bells, for it 
is rung only when a vessel is re- 
ported lost, or when as ship long 
overdue and considered lost unex- 
pectedly reaches port. 

lt was not very long ago, says & 
writer in Tit-Bite, that its clanging 
announced the safe return of the 
Snowdon Range, which arrived in 
a battered condition at Queenstown 
fifty-two days out from Philadel- 
phia, and long believed lost. Her 
lo#s would have cost Lloyd's sotme- 
thing like £100,000, and it is little 
wonder, therefore, that the under- 
writers cheered when they heard 
the news.

Some Deuble Crops. 

While two crops a season on & 
piece of ground will bring double 
profit, there ia, of course, a corre- 
sponding double amount of vitality 
sapped from the soil and the fre- 
quent application of a good fertil- 
izer is imperative, leet the ground 
soon become thin and unproductive, 
writes Mr. M. Cove. 

In the garden one may utilize for 
second and even third crops the 
beds in which early peas, beans, ra- 
dishes and lettuce were grown. 

The same ia true of the early 
aweet corn. It is advisable not to 
plant the same article twice in the 
same spot in succession, but rotate 
the products, the same as in field 
rotation of crops. 

A well prepared seed bed at each 
planting 1s almost essential, and a 
sprinkling of fine, rich manure will 
prove very beneficial to the growing 
planta and in maintaining soil fer- 
tility. 

Sow oats as early as possible in 
the spring, mow them for just a 
few days in advance bf the time 
they would be reaped for the grain : 
remove them from the field as soon 
as they are sufficiently cured and 
stack well for future feeding pur- 
poses. 

Then.put as many teams in the 
field as can be epared. Stir the 
ground quickly and thoroughly im- 
mediately sowing it to millet. 

Usually, the millet may be mown 
and stacked early in September and 
the field hurriedly cultivated and 


sown to rye, which will make excel-/ tears.were-set at rest by 


‘lent pasturage at a time when it 
is most needed. 

The wheat or rye fields may be 
utilized in the same manner, 
being somewhat earlier, is better 
adapted"to growing double crops 
than the oats stubble. 

The potato patch may be made to 
double its profits by sowing it to 
millet, cane or kaffir corn after it 
has been laid by. Sowing the 
ground to some other product also 
wields the beneficial influence of 
keeping down the weed pests which 
always bob up after you stop plow- 
ing the potato vines ich, 
where unmolested, furnish millions 
of seeds for propagating a rank and 
troublesome growth of weeds 
next season, beside helping to drain 
the soil of its fertility, 

Or if one will dig 
from the early patch they will bring 
a high price at that season and the 
ground may be sown to rape for hog 
pasture. ; 

We have seen fine corn growing 
between the rows of eatly potatoes 
after they had been laid by. 

Late tomatoes, cabbages and tur- 
nips also may be raised among the 
potato vines as successfully as 
though they occupied a plot by 
themselves.

He was then regarded as 
a compromise candidate, and, finally, 
on the sixth ballot, he was elected 
August 4, 1903, and five days later 
he was crowted in St. Peter’s Cathe- 
dral, Rome, with all the magnificence 
and brilliance of ceremonial that dis- 
tinguishes the coronation of each suc- 
eessor to the apostolic throne. 

From the post of spiritual head of 
gondoliers and peasants, a work that 


90} he loved, to the throne in the Vati- 


can, was the career of Giuseppe Sarto, 
Pope Pius X. 

While at first he was referred to as 
apostle, executive, and reformer, in 
the later years of his reign there were
